Anderson’s announcement from 
Washington that the government 
purchase program “will mean not 
less than an average farm price of 
18.3 cents a pound” aroused a 
storm of wrath from irate pro- 
ducers in the Gainesville area, 
who said the price was far below 
the point of possible profit. 

Long a controversial battling 
ground on which disputes between 
government policy-making agen- 
cies and poultry producers have 


waged since nearly the beginning | 


of the war, the Hall county re- 
gion is evidently the scene of an- 
other long battle.

“Prices now range from 22 to 26 
cents a pound here,” he said, “and 
the farmers getting 22 cents are 
going in the red.” 

Rew explained that the farmers 
were glad to have the government 
as a customer, but that they 
“might as well go out of business 
if they had to sell their poultry 
at the price Anderson suggested.” 

The Washington announcement 
stated that by purchasing poultry 
not readily taken by domestic con- 
sumers and food producers, the 
government expected to prevent 
an undue break in prices and se- 
rious financial loss for producers. 

Under Anderson’s plan, the De- 
partment of Agriculture would 
buy dressed chickens, except 
young chickens, weighing three 
and a half pounds or less, and 
have a substantial portion of them 
canned for future resale into con- 
sumer channels, shipment abroad,

CAIRO, Egypt.—(By Air Mail)—I put a date 

line on these things only because it is a custom. 

They are being sent air mail, which means they 

will be 10 days or two weeks getting home. I, no doubt, will arrive 

ahead of some of them. This one, for instance, is being written in 

Cairo but it has its beginning on the night, military train from Frank-

About this time a tired looking Colonel came in, glanced at my 
reclining figure, checked the number on the wall to make sure I 
really did have the lower berth, sighed in resignation, and put his 
cap on his bed. 


ces “Colonel,” I said, on impulse. “I am not going to eat 
Decision dinner but am going right to bed, being very tired in- 
deed. If you wish the lower, take it. 1 will climb in above.” 
His face lighted up like a small boy’s seeing the Christmas tree. 
“You wouldn’t mind, really?” . 
“Not at all.” 2 


“I’m ali in,” he said, “but we have a brigadier who wishes to sit 
up and talk late. I sure am much obliged.” 


So, that is how I saved my pants but lost my shoes and it also 
explains why I went hobbling into Jerusalem like a footsore pilgrim 
who had walked from Dan to Beersheba and back again. 


I did go to bed and to sleep. It was midnight when the Colonel 
came in, apologizing for turning on the light. We talked as he got 
ready and piled heavily into bed. 


Sleep came to two tired men. 


The Colonel woke me again, also apologizing for turn- 
ing on the lights. 

“{ can't find my pants,” he said.

It was, likewise, an adventure in “abundance, pressed down and 
running over,” when she made her first tour of a super-market and 
learned to manipulate one of those little pushcarts with the wire 
baskets. So many things she remembered from childhood days be- 
fore the war, but which had been only a memory for five or six years. 
To say nothing of new and strange American food items she had 


never before seen. 

The English acquisitions to the family have, in 
The Tea Pot two weeks, fallen gently and easily into the fam- 
ily life. It is now as though they had been with us a long, long time. 

There are, though, a few changes. 

F’rinstance: There is the tea pot which now sits side by side with 
the coffee maker at each meal.

We Have a Shortage 
Of Workers, Not Jobs 


W ASHINGTON.—Subsequent events have jus- 

tified the refusal of the House Wcys and Means 

Committee to be stampeded into action on the ad- 

ministration-sponsored unemployment compensation bill, which was 
a subject of heated controversy a few months back. 

This is the bill that was des'gned to cushion postwar reconver- 
sion by providing for a system of unemployment benefits amount- 
ing to $25 per week for a period of 26 weeks. | 

Under White House pressure the senate passed a version of the 
measure last fall, only to have it deadlocked in the house com- 
mittee later. Members of the house body were severely criticized 
at the time for their failure to report out the bill. 

The idea back of the legislation was.that millions of workers 
would be thrown out of employment after V-J Day and that it 
would be necessary for the federal governmen* to sponsor a sys- 
tem of liberal unemployment compensation benefits to cover the 
period required by industry to reconvert from war to peacetime 
production. 

Where the sponsors of the program, in and out of the govern- 
ment, made their mistake was in falsely computing the unemploy- 
ment problem that would follow the end of the war. The problem 


has turned out just the other way. 

Tribute Rather than a shortage of jobs, there Las been a short- 
age of workers to fill jobs. It comes as another strik- 

ing tribute to American industry that we have been able to re 

convert from war to,peace goods »roduction so rapidly. 

Chester Bowles, the stabilization director, made the startling 
revelation before the House Banking and Currency Committee the 
other day that there now are 52,000,000 workers employed in 
American industries—the greatest number in the peacetime history 
of the nation. Many industries are crying for additional workers, 
he went on to Say. 

According to the latest Census Bureau estimates, the actual 
number of unemployed in December, 1945, was 1,950,000, and in 
January, 1946, only slightly more, or 2,290,000. 

Considering the fact that 2,500,000 is the figuré adopted by the 
statisticians as the normal core of unemployment in our shifting 
population within the framework of full employment, that means 
we actually have a labor shortage at the present time. And in- 
dustry has not yet reached the peak of postwar production. 


Facts About the Reverse To appreciate how far wrong 


some of our leaders were in an- 
ticipating postwar unemployment during the reconversion period, 
it is appropriate to call up some of their past utterances, 

Last August, for example, Sydney Hillman, the labor leader, 
predicted there would be 10 million unemployed ‘within six to 
eight weeks” ; | 

Secretary Wallace was about as far wrong with an estimate of 
around eight million, a figure projected by the then director of 
mobilization and reconversion for the jirst quarter of 1946, which 
he accepted. 

Secretary of Labor Schwellenbach last year foresaw a total 
of six to eight million unemployed by this spring, with the number 
reduced to four of six millions by this coming fall. 

All were far short of the mark—very much on the pessimistic 
side. The facts have been just about the reverse. 

Incidentally, ali of this makes a highly effective answer to 
the propaganda theme of the National Association of Manufac- 
turers, which is arguing that production and employment cannot 
be maintained under government price controls, 

Well, somebody must be producing something or all that great 
number of workers would not be employed for nothing. Moreover, 
the manufacturers must be finding it profitable, or they would 
not be hiring workers so eagerly.

ciency. But it is disappointing in| — 
the equally important field of pro- | 
viding more responsive congres-| 
sional government so that the peo- | 
ple can come nearer to expressing | 


their will in congress. 


IT DOES NOTHING, for in- 
stance, about the seniority system, 
perhaps the outstanding evil, nor 
about the extraordinary powers 
assumed by the house rules com- 
mittee to block legislation nor 
about proposals to have cabinet of- 
ficers questioned on the floors of 
congress, nor about limitations on 
senate debate. 


The committee, in many of its 
recommendations, expresses the 
feeling of inferiority and inade- 
quacy in congress apparent for'| 
some time in the muitiplicity df 
overwhelming problems. This has 
tended to subordinate congress to 
the numerous special administra- 
tive bureaus in the executive 
branch. 


IN THIS FIELD the committee 
makes some excellent recommen- 
dations. They include a reduction 
of committees, so that the indii- 
vidual member can concentrate his 
energies; expert staffing of com- 
mittees, so congress can cope with 
administrative officials and check 
on administrative agencies. 

It recommends additional expert 
and clerical assistants for the in- 
dividual member, for research and | 
routine detail, so that he can a. 


vote himself more to big legisla- 
tive problems; an increase in sal-| 


‘ary to $15,000 and participation in| 


the pension system. The last two’ 
would provide needed security. 


IN THE WAY of more respon- | 
sive congressional government, the | 
committee recommends hearings | 
on bills by individual members, | 
not now possible to any extent; 
prompt report by committee chair- | 
men on approved legislation, so | 
there will be no “pocketing” of | 
measures; publication of votes in 
committees, so the public will be 
informed. 

These are good. But the pro- 
posed reforms go only part way 
to remove a major defect. This is 
the lack of party responsibility. 
This defect is seen daily in the 
Democratic party in congress, | 
which does not have a general pro- 
gram upon which it can proceed. | 
Republicans, likewise, are split. 


THE COMMITTEE offers a be- 
ginning here by proposing crea- | 
tion of majority and minority pol-| 
icy committees in each branch. | 
They would be charged with for-. 
mulating a general party policy in 
legislation, publicly announced, so' 
there would be some party respon 
sibility. The majority policy com 
mittee in each branch, represent 
ing the party in power, also would 
establish a closer liaison with the 
President, now sadly lacking. 

But the seniority system, as it 
operates, is perhaps the major ob 
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stable today to party responsibil. 


ity. Now, for example, control of 
the Democratic party in congress 
is largely in the hands of the 
southern wing of the party due to 
the seniority system.

Atlantan Flies Over Russia 
As Menuhin Plays Violin 


Flying through the clouds high over Russia and Germany while 
Yehudi Menuhin gave an impromptu and “off-the-record” concert, 
was just one of the many interesting features Nell Varner (Mrs. 
Henry) Smith experienced on her recent trip to Russia. Nell is 
home for a visit with her parents, Mr. and Mrs. Fulton Varner, on 
Rivers road, her husband, who is in the diplomatic corps, having 
been moved to Vladivostok, where he is consul. 

When Nell planned her trip home, the Russian government sup- 
plied a private plane to take her to Germany, since regular airline 
liners are not allowed to land in Russia. One of the passengers was 
Menuhin, who was also en route to Berlin to board a transcontinental 
plane. Nell found him very likable and interesting, and as he 
played, the passengers enjoyed vodka and a tempting smorgasbord. 

In Berlin, Nell boarded Gen. George’s private plane for the 
States. Among the passengers were Joe Phillips, who was head of 
the OWI in Moscow, and his English wife, who were also en route 
to the United States. 

The Smiths have been living in Moscow, since last summer, when 
Henry was on duty at the American embassy. He was sent to Russia 
early last summer by the State Department on another of the diplo- 
matic assignments which have marked his career since he entered 
the service. He and Nell studied Russian in preparation for their 
station in the Soviet Union and Nell, in order to join him there, 
took a job as a clerk in the American embassy. In fact, she was 
the first of the embassy wives to go to Moscow after the end of 
the war. 

Along with a number of other American couples connected with 
the embassy, the Smiths resided in the one-time Finnish embassy, 
which is now a very modern apartment house. Nell’s apartment 
consisted of a living room’and dining. room combined, bedroom, 
bath, kitchen and servants’ quarters. She had two Russian women 
as servants (Russian law requires that women work until their forty- 
fifth birthday), in addition to a chauffeur. The apartment dwellers 
enjoyed the advantages of the tennis courts and swimming pool at 
the Finnish embassy, as well as a gay social life.
